ILABERTY, Mo., June 10.—The case of 
Mrs. Aggie Meyers, on trial here for the 
gliegead murder of her husband, will be 
given to the jury today. 

The Prosecuting Attorney, in his argu- 
gent today, demanded a verdict of murder 
én the first degree with hanging. 

The attorneys for the defense insisted 
that Frank Hottman had plotted to kill 
Meyers so he could marry¥*the woman, with 
whom he was infatuated, and that he had 
eommitted the crime with the aid ot an- 
other man, name unknown, who, with 
Hottman, had blackened their faces to hide 
their identity. 

At 9 o'clock this morning the defense 
closed its case with two witnesses, John 
T. Paul, Mrs. Meyers uncle and Mrs. Mat- 
tie Cravens, his daughter. 

They testified that the home life of Mr. 
and Mrs. Meyers was pleasant. 

The State then began its rebuttal testi- 
mony.

AMONG TRUSTEES

cation of His Selection and Says 
He Thinks It His Duty to Ac- 
cept Position Tendered.

President Cleveland said today that he 
had received official notification of his 
selection as one of three trustees of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society and 
that he thought it his duty to accept the 


ponition.

NEW YORK, June 10.— Poor old Equit- 
able, it deserved a better fate, is today’s 
comment throughout the city on the sale 
of Mr. Hyde's controlling interest to 
Thomas F. Ryan and associates. 

Asscciated with Mr. Ryan in the group 
ef policy holders who have bought Mr. 
Hyde's stock are 11 men. Among them 
are George Westinghouse, who carries $100,- 
o insurance in the Equitable; Samuel 
Newhouse of Salt Lake City, who has a 
policy for $430,000, and Justice Morgan J. 
O'brien of the Supreme Court, who is in- 
sured for $1€0,000. 

The actuai number of shares which the 
group bought from Mr. Hyde is 501, the 
total issue of the capital stock being 1000 
shares. The price paid was not named offi- 
clally, but it was reported to be between $3,- 
000,000 and $4,500,000. The purchase seems 
to be regarded in Wall street as a clever 
scheme of Mr. Ryan to obtain possession 
of the Bquitable’s enormous assets to be 
borrowed by Mr. Ryan in digging tunnels 
in New York and in other huge projects. 

One of these tunnels alone will require 
$150,000,000. All the dividends 
on his $30,100 of Equitable stock is $3507, 
at the rate of 7 per cent, as the charter ex- 
presely forbids the paying of a greater 
ate. The sale to Mr, Ryan is said to have 

en a very keen disappointment to Ed- 
ward H. Harriman and Henry C. Frick, 
both of whom resigned as directors of the 
Equitable on Friday of last week. Mr. 
Harriman, it is understood, had great 
railroad plans in view which called for the 
use of large sums of money. 

Though Mr. George Gould was reported 
to have conducted the preliminary negotia- 
tions for the sale of Mr. Hyde's stock to 
Mr. Ryan, it was said today that prior to 
undertaking this work he had tried to pur- 
chase the stock held by Mr. Hyde, but that 
his propositions had been rejected. Mr. 
Gould’s plans for transcontinental railroad 
by extending the Wabash system from 
Pittsburg “to the Atlantic Coast and for 
the construction of proposed Western Pa- 
cific road called for the use of very large 
sums. Mr. Gould, it is said, will now be 
forced to make financial arrangements with 
foreign bankers and will sail for Europe 
next week. 

Both Harriman and Gould are said to 
have offered Mr. Hyde - $5,000,000, but he 
then hoped to win out, and refused to 
sell. 

Mr. Ryan has invited Grover Cleveland, 


Judge M. J. O'Brien and George Westing- 
house to act as trustees of the stock which 
he has purchased. 

Paul Morton, the newly-elected chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, said today that in 
his plans for the reorganization of the so- 
clety he intends to consider first of all the 
interests of the policv-holders.

He may sit next to you in the street car 
going. home this evening; he may jostle 
your elbow in a crowd at a summer Car- 
den. You may have passed him half a 
dozen times today.

Mr. Whin's novels have made him widely 
Known in St. Louls. His personality is un- 
known. He has written 21 novels for the 
Post-Dispatch. The nineteenth of these is 
The Hustler.“ which is now appearing in 
the Post-Dispatch. The twentieth is ‘“‘The 
Girls at the Counter,“ which will begin in 
the Post-Dispatch on Monday, and the 
twenty-first is Alberta,“ which will begin 
in the Post-Dispatch on Monday, June 19.

Louis. Sometimes the localities have been 
altered, generally the names are not the 
true names, but nevertheless the facts of 
the stories are real life facts, happening as 
they are set forth.

10 DROWNING MAN 


Edward Hopf Sprang Over Edge of 
Cliff Into Quarry Pond Into 
Which Joseph McDermott Had 
Tumbled Somersaults. 


WHIRLED DOWN THE ROCKY 
SIDES OF DEEP CLIFF 


Victim of Accident Helpless When 
Rescuer Strikes Water and 
Pushes Board Under His Chest 
for Life Preserver. 


After tumbling, in a series of somer- 
saults, down the 60-foot precipice of the 
old Kavanaugh quarry at Natura Bridge 
road and Marcus avenue, Joseph McDer- 
mott was Saturday rescued by Edward 
Hopf, who dived from the top of the prec- 
ipice into the water in which McDermott, 
helpless, was drowning. 

The rescuer could reach the victim in 
time only by diving. To get to the bottom 
of the quarry in any other way would have 
been necessary for him to run two blocks 
Before he could do that, McDermott would 
be dead. 

Hopf took no chances, except on his 
own lite. He sprang over the edge, landed 
safely in the water and got the drown- 


the old quarry when he stepped on a 
of loosened clay.

the man scream. 


Bounded Down Rocky Sides. 

The saw McDermott’s body bounding 
down the precipitous side of the quarry, 
striking rocky projections every few feet, 
turning, whirling—now upmght, now her- 
izontal—always falling toward the deep 
pool of water at the bottom. 

Hopf and his friends began to run. 
Hopf, speedier than the others, led the 
way, and soon after McDermott had struck 
the water he reached the edge of the quar- 
ry. 

McDermott arose 
seemed helpless to 
sank again. 

Hopf did not hesitate. He sprang off 
the ledge, which projected somewhat 80 
that he might drop clear of the sides of 
the quarry, and shot toward the water. 
He struck the surface some distance from 
the struggling McDermott, who had again 


risen to the surface. 


Caught Him by Collar. 


Th eshock of the fall compelled the res- 
euer to swim around for a _ moment to re. 
cover strength. He called to McDermott and 
began to swim toward him. He caught 
him by the collar and began slowly to tow 


ward the shore.

board and swam toward it. He “trod 
water while he pushed.this board under 
McDermott's chest and made of it a life 

reserver. hen he slowly pushed the 

ard and its exhausted burden to the 
pre friends, meantime, had run to the 
only place down which it is safe for a man 
to walk to the bottom of tne quarry. As 
Hopf and McDermott came in reach of 
them, they dragged them upon the ground, 
and began the work of resuscitating Me- 
Dermott. A passerby had run to call an 
ambulance. and, while they were stin 
working, the ambulance came from the 
North End Dispensary, with Driver Brooks 
making a record run. Brooks and seven 
other men carried McDermott up the sateen 
hill on a stretcher. He was taken to the 
Citv Hospital, where it is said he will re- 


cover.

Later the firm dissolved and Mr. and Mrs. 
Beers erected a bullding at Olive street 
and Ewing avenue, where for years they 
carried on an extensive business. In 188. 
this building, with the Market strect prop- 
erty, was sold, and Mrs. Beers built the 
Beers Hotel. 

For one year she ran the hotel at a 
heavy loss. Then she borrowed from Sam- 
vel C. Davis the sum of $135,000 to build 
an addition to the hotel, and from that 
time she was again eminently successful. 
It is now her intention to rest for several 
years. 

Mre. Beers has always been a lover of the 
fine arts. She has taken 2% trips to Europe 
and is familiar with all the great foreign 
galleries. Her son, William Ayton, is a 
successful sculptor in Paris.

Gazzolo Outswims Stannard in 
Fifty-Yard Contest in Ath- 
letic Club Pool. 


RIVER AS NEXT RACETRACK 


Defeated Man Is Ambitious and 
Wants Room According to 
His Strength. 


Delegate Sam B. Stannard of the Nine- 
teenth ward hag a grievance which he will 
probably bring before the House of Dele- 
gates at the next meeting.

Agreement 
Reached Between St. Louis, 


Chicago and Milwaukee. 


CHICAGO, June 10.—A gigantic combine 
has been perfected including practically all 
the brewing interests of Chicago, St. Louis 
and Milwaukee, by which the price of beer 
is to de advanced from 4 to $% a barrel, 
the advance to take effect July 1. Retail 
prices will not be raised, but a reduction 
in the size of beer glasses is expected to 
follow the raise of price. Plans of the 
trust include the following: 

Price of beer to be advanced from % to 
$6 a barrel, which will make increased 
profit of $2 a barrel on the average sale 
of 3,500,000 barrels annually $7,000,000. 

Refusal to grant free beer signs, fixtures, 
beer pumps or leases, $3,000,000. a 

Total annual profit of the trust, 510, 
000, 000. 

Increase of the capital stock of the trust, 
by reason of the advanced earnings, $200,- 
000,000. 

Extras allowed saloon keepers in the 
past resulting for competition of various 
breweries, such as free beer pumps, signs, 
stores, leases, etc., are to be barred in fu- 
ture. The combine has agreed to prevent a 
saloon keeper from changing his patron- 
age from one brewery to another without 
permission of the brewery losing the trade. 
The fine for violating this agreement is 
$5 a barrel for all beer sold after the be- 
ginning of the contract. 


ST, LOUIS BREWERS KNOW 
OF NO COMBINATION. 


A member of a prominent St. Louis 
brewing concern sald Saturday that he had 
no knowledge of such a combination as 
that reported to advance the price of beer. 
No such proposition had been made to his 
house, he said, and, so far as he knew, 
no other St. Louis brewery had been ap- 
proached on the subject. 

H. A. Taylor of the American Brewing 
Co. said that the report must de erroneous, 
because beer is selling to saloon keepers 
in St. Louls now at $6.40 a Darrel, and the 
price has been fixed since the war tax 
was repealed. . Nothing has arisen since 
that time to cause any change in orice. 
Chicago prices are somewhat lower than 
St. Louis, he eald, and Chicago brewers 
may have taken steps to establish St. Louls 


prices.

JURY DISAGREES f 
FRANCIS AUTO. ROW 


Deliberate in Vain for Hours Over 
Conflicting Testimony in 
Ponds, Station Fracas.. 


No agreement was reached by the jury in 
the trial of Charles Francis and William 
D. Higgins at Clayton Friday for disturb- 
ing the peace of J. W. Shields, a farmer of 
Ponds’ Station, and the jury was dis- 
charged after deliberating for over two 


hours. 

Shields was also charged with disturbing 
the peace of Francis and Higgins and both 
cases were tried at the same time. Charges 
of assault with intent to kill had been made 
by both parties, but it was decided to try 
the cases on the misdemeanor charge as 
more likely to secure conviction. 

Shields was the first witness. He said 
his horse took fright at two specters be- 
Bide he road working at an automobile 
tire near Ponds, May 4. The two specters 
were Francis and Higgins, the chauffeur, 
in automobile coats, and on seeing them 
the horse reared up and walked backwards 
Ww feet on its hind legs, while Mrs. Shields 
screamed and the baby cried in their tea 
of sudden death. 

Francis ana miggins made no attempt to 
heip him, Snieids said, and when he aseu 
them what kind of men they were, to dis- 
regard a woman's screams, they assaulted 
him, he said, With a monkey wrench and a 
pair of piyers. gin a general ngnt which 
lollowed phieids said ne knocked Francis 
down with one hand while holding the rear- 
ing horse with the other, whereupon Hg 
gins drew a revolver and threatened to 
Kill not only Shields but his wife and child, 
Recording to Shields statement on the 
stand. Other witnesses corroborated 
Shields’ testimony. 

Higgins was the first witness for the de- 
fense, and while he admitted having struck 
Shields over the head with a tire tool, it 
was only when he was attacked by Shields 
after Francis was knocked out. The start 
of the trouble, Higgins stated, was the 
names which Shields called him and Fran- 
cls, and the horse did not rear and plunge 
till Shields started to mix it up with Fran- 
cis, who had no weapon. 

rancis said he hit Shields with his fists 
and backed him off the road. No attempt 
was made by Higgins to use a revolver, 
Francis said, until Shields picked up a rock 
and threatened to kill both of them. 

The cases will set for a second trial 
late in June.

Czar Nicholas’ message to Admiral Rojestvensky may com- 
fort that unhappy victim of bureaucratic incompetence and 
his fellow sufferers. 

But it will not alter the public opinion of the world. It is 
clear as noonday that the Baltic fleet was sent on what was 
not even a forlorn hope. The Russian bureaucrats knew that 
the ships were not properly manned. They knew that the navi- 
gators were prairie JAndlubbers and the gunners men recruited 
from the army who never had sea legs and couldn't, to save 
their lives, keep their feet on the bounding wave. Yet they 
sent these brave fellows to sure destruction for no better rea- 
son than that of political expediency; and they have made 
matters worse, not only for their country but for themselves, 
by this cold-blooded indifferente to common sense and human- 
ity. 

The Czar’s bland assurance that it was the will of the Al- 
mighty that success. should not crown their efforts is a bit of 
medieval) J humbug. It was the will of man that prepared 
the disaster and it is sheer blasphemy to mix up the Almighty 
in a transaction so bedeviled by human wickedness. 

The Czar’s message sounds well, but it will deceive no- 


body. 
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The trhumphs of American foreign policy are not all due to 
American initiative. The Monroe Doctrine itself was promul- 
gated after a hint from George Canning, and some of Secretary 
Hayn wonderful strokes have been suggested, so it is alleged, 
by the German Emperor, Hence it is not incredible that the 
President's activity. in the peace preliminaries is a response 
to stimulus from Berlin. .

. Detective Tom MeGrath, who is retiring with honor after 
an experience of 21 years in St, Louis as a thief-taker, says 
that he haé no use for deduction—Holmes’ sole reliance—but 
has always kept a keen lookout for the criminal’s “give-away” 
sign, which is frequently a “duck,” that is, a sudden movement 
indicative of alarm. 

“It isn’t Gop-eare or funny noses or runaway chins that mark 
a criminal,” says McGrath, “it’s the way he acts that puts 

detective wise.” | 
The “duck” is not always a sudden downward movement of 


himself ; 
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ing but a peg on which to hang the intricate and alluring sys- 
tem of deduction. That is the thing. 

Let the detective in real life go on “eopping” the criminal 
when he ducks. But our literary detective must continue to 
exercise his deductive faculty. Deduction, not ducking, is 
what we demand. 
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All the world can rejoice at the news that Japan and Russia | 


have accepted the volunteer advice of President Roosevelt and 
have determined to negotiate for peace without the interven- 
tion of any other nation. Great possibilities for evil lay in the 
one-time prospect that the voice of the powers was to be heard 
in the inevitable peace discussions, because of the jealousies 
and the eupidity whichJconstitute such an important influence 
in all international diplomacy. If, now, the protocol will but 
avert the terrible butchery which has been long impending in 
the vicinity of Harbin, by declaring an armistice covering a 
reasonable period for negotiation, Mr. Roosevelt and the dis- 
tinguished Europeans who have co-operated with him can pride 
themselves on having made a great mark in history. 
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SAVING THE BABIES. 

In contributing to the fund to enable the Pure Milk Com- 
mission to carry out its plan of distributing Pasteurized milk 
among families unable to purchase it, Post-Dispatch readers 
may feel that they are taking part in what promises to be- 
come a world-wide movement in behalf of infant life. 

It was reported recently that the city of Huddersfield, 
England, had taken unusual steps to lessen infant mortality, 
the Mayor having offered a prize of $5 for every child born dur- 
ing his administration who should survive the first year of 
life. It is a sad fact that the greatest mortality among babies 
is during the first two years, and the Board of Health of Hud- 
dersfidld, which is co-operating’ with the Mayor, recognized 
this fact by insisting upon pure milk. 

It now appears that many other English towns are taking 
very active steps towards the prevention of death among the 
very young, being inspired thereto by the results of inquiry 
abroad. It appears that French and German cities are engaged 
in the same good work, the commune of Villiers le Due, Cote 
d'Or, in France, having been so successful as to practically 
stamp out infant mortality, 

Pure milk is the chief factor in this movement, either that 
of the mother or the next best substitute, namely, the Pas- 
teurized product of the dairy. It will be a splendid thing if 
St. Louis people can point this summer to a material reduc- 
tion in the death rate of the little children. This is quite 
possible if the work of the Pure Milk Commission is broadened 
and made to cover all cases of need. 

A few cents may save a life. The roll of honor of con- 
tributors is now being made up. 
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It is quite possible that Cardinal Gibbons’ remark that wom- 
an should be satisfied with her feminine. privileges will not keep 
the new woman out of politics. She is already there in several 
states, and she is not looking backward.

CRUSHING THE BUREAUCRACY. 

“When I was a student at Harvard,” said Paron Kaneko at 
the New York Japanese celebration, “street boys used to point 
at me as a Chinaman, and I confess I used to wince when I 
was told I belonged to the yellow race. But I am proud of it 
now. The yellow race is crushing Russian bureaucracy.” 

A race which has so much poetry and philosophy in its temper 
as the Japanese, is at least worthy of respect. And when these 
temperamental excellencies are accompanied by practical ability 
in commerce and war, it argues a virility eapable of great 
achievement. 

But observe what occurs to this Japanese gentleman as the 
achievement which deserves to be mentioned first: “The yellow 
race is crushing the Russian bureaucracy.” 

He does not say anything about crushing the Russian people, 
or destroying their military power, or even of depriving the 
Russian nation of its place in the family of nations. The Japa- 
nese are crushing the bureaucracy. 

That is to say, the Japanese are strengthening Russia. By 
her victories Japan is helping Russia to get rid of the ineubus 
which weighs down her people. She is removing one of the 
obstacles in the forward and upward path of humanity. This is 
a view of policy not in keeping with the preachments of West- 
ern war lords, who insist that self-interest is the only motive 
of policy. And perhaps the Japanese are not wholly disinter- 
ested. But it is refreshing to hear something not selfish em- 
phasized by eminent statesmen.

Tolstei has been known to the 
of Japan for more than 15 years, 

He did not at first appeal to us as a 
great literary genius. As far as I remém- 
ber Minianta was the first to publish in 
the Japanese language the biography of 
Count Tolstoi, as he had previously pub- 
lished the biographies of Carlyle, Emerson 
and Victor Hugo. 

Nearly all of Tolstoi’s literary works are 
now known to the Japanese reading pub- 
lic. and every new translation is always 
greeted with great enthusiasin. The trans- 
lation ot his latest novel, Resurrection,“ 
appeared last year in one of our leading 
magazines, 

Hut his ÜUterary influence is not nearly as 
great as his influence as a religious phil- 
oso pher. 

I cannot say that the number of Jap- 
anese who openly declare themselves his 
disciples is very large, but his indirect in- 
fluence upon the Japanese people is enor- 
mous. 

During the last two years a number of 
his religicus works have been published 
here, and What Is My Faith, Confession,” 
has preached the new gospel to thousands 
who read neither Russian nor English. 

The prophetic austerity of his teachings 
does not convert many men to be his true 
disciples, because it is exceedingly difficult 
r men of feeble energy to carry out his 
theories in practical life. But there are, 
nevertheless, in our country sincere and 
strict followers of Tolstoi, and their exam- 
ple is beginning to be felt.

Miss Lily Douga author of the new 
mystery story, “The Summit House Mys- 
tery,” which is rapidly passing from one 
edition to another. tells some interesting 
facts concerning its conception.

This Has Been a Hard 
Season for Umpire 


Not in many years have the difficulties 
which beset baseball umpires been so forc- 
ibly shown as in the last few weeks. 


Scarcely a series in either league has been
